A BILL 

To promote the national seeiiritv by providing for a National 
Defense Establishment, whicli shall be administered by a 
Secretary of National Defense, and for a Department of the 
AiTny, a Department of the Na\% and a Department of 
the Air Eorce vtdthin the Natiomil Defense Establishment, 
and for the coordination of the activities of the National 
Defense Establishment with other departments and agencies 
of the Government concerned with the national secniity.

The 
transfers herein authorized may be made with or .without 
wan*ant action as may be appropriate from time to time 
from any appropriation covered by this section to any 
other such appropriation or to such new accoimts established 
on the books of the Treasmy as may be determined to be 
necessary to cany into effect the provisions of this Act. 

AUTHOEIZATION POE APPEOPEIATIOKS 

Sec. 308. There are hp'eb}" authorized to be appro- 
2 >iiated such smns as ma}' be necessary and appropriatt^ 
to cany out the provisions and pui-poses of tliis Act. 

DEFINITION 

Sec. 309. As used in this Act, the term “function” 
includes functions, powers, and duties. 

SEPAEABTLITY 

Sec. 310. If any provision of this Act or the applica- 
tion thereof to any person or circumstances is held invalid, 
the validity of the remainder of the Act and of the applica- 
tion of such provision to other persons and circumstances 
shall not be affected thereby. 
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
